KINGSTON — A “ meat axe” ap­ 
proach to solving current economic, wel­ 
fare and tax problems will accomplish 
nothing beyond the “ simplistic," Rep. 
Matthew McHugh, D-27th Dist., said 
this morning at a Holiday Inn press 
conference. 
McHugh said a campaign stand by his 
liepublican opponent, William Harter, 
calling for a flat 10 per cent reduction in 
all federal agencies, would not end major 
economic problems. But the incumbent 
congressman does call for welfare and tax 
reforms -and for innovative, new ideas in 
employment practices. 
“ We need some important programs in 
the economic field,” he said, verbally 
underlining 
the 
word, 
“ important.” 
Maintaining that government can do 
more to put people who want to work back 
to work, he said he favored using some 
unemployment insurance funds to pay 
people to work in the private sector. 
“ We have not been imaginative enough 
in 
developing 
new 
employment 
op­ 
portunities," he said, “ and we could 
provide federal monies to private busi­ 
nesses and educational institutions with 
new ideas to employ people who would 
otherwise be unemployed or laid off. 
Congress could pass legislation to share 
the cost of employing workers for a period 
of time " 
McHugh is also convinced that un­ 
employment problems in this district are 
directly related to the burden of taxes and 
welfare. “ New York state business and 
taxpayers are the most heavily burdened 
in the country,” he said, "and that has 
a bearing on whether business stays here 
or leaves.” 
He also labeled the welfare system “ a 
mess and a patchwork of some 100 welfare 
related programs" that involves both tax­ 
payers and recipients in administrative 
problems. “ If Washington moved to ra­ 
tionalize. simplify and unify the system,” 
he said, "it would aid New York's econo­ 
my tremendously.” McHugh felt New 
York suffers more than any other state 
because of a lack of nationwide equity in 
welfare benefits. 
McHugh also felt that tax reform is “ an 


absolute priority.” The present Congress, 
he said, had accomplished “ some first 
steps toward reform for the first time in 
30 years.” He cited new regulations that 
have tightened up some tax shelters once 
given to the wealthy, but said Congress 
must work for further reforms. 
He committed himself to a strong effort 
in helping to bring about a valid energy 
program for the country, and to working 
doggedly on the issue of health care. 
Asked about his stand on environmen­ 
tal land use planning in the Catskills, he 
said he favored “ orderly development in 
the communities.” 
Such development should take place at 
a local level, he insisted, and should not 
be imposed by Washington or Albany. 
“ The goal of most people in the Catskills 
is the same,” he said. He defined that 
goal as “ preserving our best resources,” 
and noted that “ some planning must be 
developed to accomplish this.” But it was 
important, he said, "to encourage local 
communities to come up with their own 
plans, rather than having them imposed 
by higher government authority.” 
McHugh saw the major issue in his race 
with Harter as one lodged in “ what type 
of congressman I’ve been in the last two 
years." He felt, he said, that he had taken 
“ much positive action in behalf of the 
district.” 
He had no doubt, he said, that “ people 
are greatly discouraged with the govern­ 
ment, both in Washington and Albany.” 
And. this year, in this race, he said, 
“ They must ask themselves whether their 
representatives have been listening and 
responding to their problems.” 
He thought he had proved responsive 
‘ here at home,” by holding more than 50 
town meetings and numerous other meet 
ingfl with business representatives “ to let 
people express their views. And he had 
fought, he said, for such important pro­ 
grams as the Public Works Employment 
Bill, 
recently 
passed 
over 
President 
F o rd ’s veto, 
for weakening the 
stranglehold on the seniority system in 
Congress, and for opening up federal 
agencies to public scrutiny and coverage 
by the press.

KINGSTON — The hard -won vic­ 
tory of two women county legislators 
who backed the ban on cigar, cigarette 
and pipe smoking at monthly govern­ 
ment meetings may go up in a puff ol 
smoke Thursday night if two city 
Democrats have their way. 
Legislators Larry Kithcart, D- 
Dist.,4, and James Gilpatric D-Dist,4, 
have submitted a proposal to rescind 
resolution 170, passed in mid-May, 
which bans all smoking during sessions 
of the legislature. 
Barbara De Stefano, D-Dist 6. and 
Alice I'ipp, R-Dist.3 had pushed the 
no-puff resolution through by a one 
vote margin. Since that time Ms. Tipp 
has been providing members and the 
press with paper cups of penny candy 
to soothe nicotine-starved nerves, The 
assortment hasn’t yet included candy 
cigarettes, though the idea has been 
proposed. 


Gilpatric says his reason for legal­ 
izing legislatorial smoking again is 
simple: 
“ There is a segment of society that 
has and always will want to smoke and 
although I respect people’s rights to 
breathe clean air, others have rights, 
also.” 
“ We let the thing go for a while and 
gave the girls their thrill, but it’s 
become a fun and games situation with 
people sneaking puffs on cigars under 
the table” ' he said 
Ms. De Stafano, a former smoker, 
admits that she’s taken some good- 
natured 
kidding about 
her strong 
stand against public puffing, but she’s 
deadly serious 
about lighting the 
Kithcart-Gilpatric resolution. 
“ I want to stress that I in no way 
consider myself a reformer 
If people want to smoke it's all right 
with me, as long as long as they’re not 
hurting other people, “ 


She says she will present facts and 
statistics to back up her contention 
that nonsmokers breathing in second­ 
hand smoke are even more ad v erseh 
affected than primary smokers. 


Legislature chairm an Peter J. 
Savago, R-Dist. 9, himself a reformed 
smoker, admits that ventillation in the

K IN G STO N — Until school budgets 
are cut effectively, New York State will 
continue to be saddled with a high tax 
structure that hurts commerce, State 
Commerce Commissioner John S. Dyson 
told local businessmen today. 
"Even though our kids can’t, add, busi­ 
nessmen can add . . . In too many cases, 
the cost of doing business in New York is 
uncompetitive," said Dvson, who has 
been firing broudsides at his counterparts 
in the educational bureaucracy since tak 
ing his commerce post last year. 
Besides high educational costs and 
their effect on taxes, Dyson also listed 
over-regulation and lack of business in­ 
centives as problems his office and Gov. 
Hugh L. Carey’s administration have 
been trying to solve ir. the past two years, 
Dyson told the Chamber of Commerce 
of Ulster County's monthly breakfast 
meeting that the state’s economic in 
dicators “ still don't look very good," but 
he added that some progress is being 
made in cutting the regulatory bureauc­ 
racy and giving business some incentives 
to stay in New York. 


However, the educational bureauer 
has been a major obstacle to attempu 
getting the economy trimmed back 
shape, Dyson said, offering hi-* own sc 
tion to the problem:

RIVERSIDE, Calif. (UPI) — The African clawed frog, 
of ferociou s name and rep u tation, may be getting a bu m 
rap . 
The cou nty has been try ing to stam p ou t the foreign frogs, 
believ ing them to be a v iciou s p redator, gobbling u p the 
nativ e frogs. Fishes and ot her small creatu res and p roliferat­ 
ing dangerou sly . 
The frogs, nativ e to Africa, hav e sp read throu gh riv ers 
and canals from northern to sou thern California. They need 
fear no p redators in this cou ntry becau se no other animals 
can stomach their bodies, cov ered with a fou l-smelling 
slime. 
Efforts to ex terminate them with chemicals hav e not been 
effectiv e. 
Finally , Riv erside Cou nty p aid $4,018 to two researchers 
from the San Diego Mu seu m of Natu ral History to stu dy 
methods of eliminating the frogs. 
The researchers rep orted that the frogs do indeed go into 
a v iciou s biting frenzy when netted, the p robable sou rce of 
their rep u tation. Bu t if left alone dine mostly on snails and 
bu gs, doing little damage to nativ e frogs and fishes. 
The frogs are the descendants of escap ed laboratory 
animals, imp orted for u se in p regnancy tests.

SAUG ERTIES - Official 
appro v al o f the new three-y ear 
co ntract with Saugerties pub­ 
lic scho o l teachers bro ught a 
mo o d o f elatio n to last night's

Educatio n o f Saugerties Cen­ 
tral Scho o ls, but there were 
so me cautio nary wo rds. 
Bo ard p resid en t Ro bert 
Francello called the co ntract 
“ eminently fair to bo th teach­ 
ers and scho o l district." He 
said teachers kept their de­ 
mands reaso nable, were rea­ 
so nable in nego tiatio ns, and 
accepted a fair co ntract o n 
salaries and o ther items. 


But, said Francello , “ I do 
no t share the co nfidence o f 
so me bo ard members that this 
district is in a po sitio n to pay 
fo r 
this 
agreement 
witho ut 
substantial cuts in serv ices. 
We must wo rk to try to ac­ 
co mplish this within o ur abili­ 
ty to pay . but it will be a v ery , 
v ery difficult task." 
“ This y ear we will be able to 
squeak by , but nex t y ear will 
be a time o f recko ning in terms 
o f perso nnel and pro grams," 
he added. 
He was “ ho peful," he said, 
that "we can get the v o ters in 
April to be co nv inced o f the 
fairness o f this co ntract.” He 
said he was perso nally co n­ 
v inced that “ the lo ng range 
benefit in terms o f mo rale o ut­ 
weigh the co sts we must bear 
under this co ntract.” 
The co ntract, as ex plained 


by bo ard atto rney Lo uis Fran­ 
cello , calls fo r a o ne per cent 
wage increase fo r teachers this 
semester and 
an additio nal 
o ne per cent nex t semester. 


The bo ard atto rney also said 
he felt the agreement was “ a 
fair co ntract, but a little skim ­ 
py as far as teachers are co n­ 
cerned this y ear." He added he 
was sure it wo uld “ insure sta­ 
bility all aro und fo r the nex t 
three y ears " 
T ru stee J o h n O’Ro urke, 
while agreeing that the co n­ 
tract was “ fair fo r this time 
and age.” p-"ued that 
the 
bo ard must co ntinue "to try to 
ho ld the tax rate at a m in­ 
imum." The bo ard had a plus 
go ing fo r it in that respect, he 
said, since enro llment may be 
dro pping and. because o f attri­ 
tio n, “ we may no t hav e to 
hire." 
O’Ro urke also said the bo ard 
sho uld be alert to “ shav ing 
pro grams to keep the tax rate 
at a reaso nable amo unt." And 
he warned, “ If we keep in­ 
creasing salaries, it’s bo und to 
reduce the pro grams until an­

they said, but they did o bject 
to "hav ing it in writing." 
Benjamin, no t happy with

The program was launched in 1972 at the urging 
of Richard M. Nixon, who called it part of a "new 
federalism 
The idea behind it is that, while 
Washington is good at collecting taxes and its 
progressive income tax is fairer than local property 
taxes, state and local governments will spend the 
money on local needs more wisely than if Washing 
ton spent it directly. 


Republicans say revenue sharing is the most 
efficient of federal programs, operated by fewer 
than 100 administrators and a computer. 
Though the program also has wide Democratic 
support, some Democrats attacked it in Congress 
this year, arguing that decisions on how to spend 


federal tax money should not be delegated to other 
governments not involved in raising that money. 
Ford asked Congress for a $43 billion extension 
over nearly six years, including an annual increase 
for inflation. Congress cut this to $25.6 billion over 
nearly four vears. For that period as a whole, this 
is $600 million more than the present rate. 
Congress added new provisions calling for sus­ 
pension of funds to a community that unfairly 
discriminates m their use It added age. religion 
and handicap status to the list of things over which 
localities may not discriminate 
Present law bans discrimination as to race, color 
and national origin, but critics said in con­ 
gressional hearings this generally has not been 
enforced.

A 
team of doctors worked on him 
rig ht in the emerg ency room." 
Larchmont p olice said De­ 
matte, who was alone in a 
radio car, rep orted he was 
leaving the car to check on one 
or two men who were walking 
along the Conrail tracks be­ 
hind the sup ermarket. 
Moment* later, other p o­ 
licemen heard the sounds of a 
scuffle on Dematte’s walk- 
ietalkie, followed by two or 
three shots. One p oliceman 
said Dematte ap p arently was 
shot with his own service re­ 
volver, which was found in the 
p arking lot with three sp ent 
shells in the cy linder. 
Other officers rushed to the 
scene, where, the sp okesman 
said, they found Blanke try ing

Sunda y Selling Hurts Church 


BUFFALO, N.Y.(UPI) - 
A rep resentative of the Buffalo 
Area Council of Churches say s 
widesp read selling on Sunday 
makes it harder for p eop le to 
g et to church and sp end time 
with their families. 
The Rev. Dr. Arthur W. 
Mielke was in the majority , 
consisting mainly of business 
and church leaders, which op ­ 
p osed Sunday retail sales at a 
hearing of the Assembly Com­ 
mittee on Commerce, Industry 
and Economic Develop ment 
here Tuesday . 


“W’orkers are the innocent 
victims of commercial activity 
seven day s a week," Mielke 
said. 
The committee is holding a 
series of meeting s across the 
state to try to determine 
¡whether a new Sunday sales 
ban is needed. The State 
Court of Ap p eals overturned 
the old blue laws last June. 
T he latest controv ersy 
around the old laws banning 
Sunday sales beg an when sev­ 
eral discount chains beg an 
op ening their stores on Sun­ 
day s just before last Christ­ 
mas. Since the Court of Ap ­ 
p eals decision, other stores — 
larg ely in the suburbs — have 
been op ening and most have 
rep orted brisk Sunday sales. 
Harry W. W’hitney , ex - 
fecutive vice p resident of the 
Kleinhans Co., a dep artment 
store chain, said his comp any 
will be “forced to op en" many 
of its suburban stores in the 
weeks ahead because of com­ 
p etition from discount chains. 


“The downtown merhcants 
would not op en,” he said, add­ 
ing that branches of downtown 
retailers would. 
The Retail Merchants As­ 
sociation and a sp okesman for 
the Buffalo Area Chamber of 
Commerce 
also 
sp oke 
out 
ag ainst Sunday sales. 
Most op p onents of Sunday 
selling said only businesses 
such as “mom and p op " g ro­ 
cery stores, p harmacies and 
service stations should be al­ 
lowed to op en. 
However, John W. Arp ey , a 
member of the Buffalo Leg isla­ 


tion Project of the State Uni­ 
versity of Buffalo Law School, 
said it would be ex tremely 
difficult to draft a new Sunday 
sales law. The g roup has been 
study ing the issue for more 
than a month. 
“The p roblem is where to 
draw the line, and it’s hard to 
find a solution,” Arp ey said. 
For ex amp le, he said, if such 
a law said only “necessary ” 
items could be sold on Sun­ 
day s, there would be a rash of 
lawsuits try ing to determine 
what is necessary and what is 
not.

Mo st peo ple who hav e met Eugene McCarthy atfree that in his 
quiet way he’s an impressiv e, tho ughtful and kno wledgeable man. 
There was ev en a time, way back in 19 6 8 , when a great many 
Americans, especially tho se who o ppo sed the war in Vietnam, 
wanted him to be President. 


No w that time is past. The war is o v er and McCarthy these day s 
is dev o ting all his energy to the o v erthro w o f the party sy stem 
in the United States. 


His effo rts might be wo rth pay ing attentio n to if he eno ugh had 
eno ugh strength and charisma to put to gether a third po litical 
fo rce. And he co uld be igno red if, like mo at o ther “ fringe'' 
candidates, he had no chance o f hav ing any real effect o n the 
o utco me. 


But McCarthy is neither weak eno ugh to igno re no r stro ng 
eno ugh to fo llo w. He has beco me simply a mo nkey -wrench in the 
traditio nal po litical pro cess. As time go es o n his mo tiv es hav e 
mo re the flav o r o f so ur grapes than o f high-mindedness. 


McCarthy has a real chance to swing the presidential electio n 
to Fo rd. New Yo rk is a piv o tal state in what appears to be an 
increasingly clo se race between Carter and Fo rd. If Carter lo ses 
ev en a few per cent o f the Demo cratic v o te to McCarthy it co uld 
co st him the state's 41 electro al v o tes. 


It s hard to see ho w this wo uld further McCarthy 's aims. 
Iro nically , McCarthy is hurting the chances o f a man who se 
candidacy seems to turn aside McCarthy 's majo r co mplaint abo ut 
o ur po litical sy stem — that it is clo sed to all but so ld-o ut 
po liticians and party slav es. 


McCarthy thinks he can sho w disillusio ned v o ters and campaign 
co ntributo rs that candidates o utside the Demo cratic o r Re­ 
publican parties are wo rth suppo rting. But this is no t the time 
fo r such hero ics. As the electio n appro aches, he lo o ks mo re and 
mo re like a man with a p *rso nal ax to grind, a man unwilling 
to let any o ne play the game unless he can make the rules.

The driv er's senio rity list o f the 
Dav is Lumber Co mpany co nsisted o f 
Co lin Becker and me. Co lin was at the 
to p and I was at the bo tto m (which 
makes sense; Co lin has driv en trucks 
fo r 20 y ears). Co lin mo v ed up fro m the 
bo tto m when I was hired, and he 
bumped Carl Dav is into a pick-up 
truck. 
Co lin to o k o v er the new truck, a 
shiny green Kenwo rth with a shiny 
black interio r, functio ning gauges, and 
a defro ster that actually cleared the 
windshield. 
The 
heater 
kept 
him 
warm, an d there was a do o r handle o n 
each do o r. Co lin to ld me to go ahead 
and sit in it o nce, with the engine o ff, 
just so I’d be aware o f the difference 
between “ his” truck and "mine.” 
I was assigned the Bro ck way . It* 
o nce shiny blue co at had dulled to a 
flat gray . The seam between ro o f and 
sides had been daubed with tar to sto p 
leaks. Its gauges were co nsistently 
inert, ex cept fo r the generato r gauge, 
who se needle hung despo ndently in 
the discharge zo ne The mo st reliable 
defro ster was the back o f y o ur glo v e, 
and there was no handle o n the driv er’s 
do o r. 
Turns o ut that o ne frigid mo rning 
the winter befo re, Carl had arriv ed to 
find the do o r fro zen shut. Since the 
lo ad had to be deliv ered pro mptly , 
there was no time to play mechanic. 
Carl (o r so mebo dy ) to o k a small sledge 
hammer and kno cked the handle into 
o bliv io n. 
Well, it didn't matter much. Ail y o u 
had to do was stick o ne finger into the 
ho le the o peratio n had left, press the 
internal lev er, and the do o r wo uld po p 
o pen. The lack o f a handle pro bably 
deterred thiev es. Who kno ws0 
One o ther mino r quirk was the bro ­ 
ken spring o v er the right fro nt wheel. 
This caused the truck to list so mewhat 
to starbo ard, especially o n left turns 
At first this was mildly hair-raising, 
but after I go t used to it I co uld hardly 
tell the difference. The o nly clue was 
when I sto pped fo r co ffee and co uldn't 
uncurl my fingers fro m the steering 
wheel. 
But it was a cab-o v er, which means 
y o u sit abo v e the engine instead o f 
behind it, and it had a sleeper.

Carl had a lo g lo ader (like a fro nt- 
end lo ader) that alway s reminded me 
o f an elephant, and many ’s the time I 
wished he wo uld turn it in fo r o ne. It 
had two tusks and a V-shaped trunk 
that curled do wn o nto the lo gs to keep 
them fro m ro lling o ff the tusks. 
Its pro blem was it was mechanical. 
Altho ugh Tho mas Ediso n o nce said 
the ho rse was the least efficient mo to r 
ev er designed, because o f all the hay 
it burned, I think an elephant wo uld 
hav e beat this lo ader hands do wn.

W A SH IN G TO N (UPI) - The 22-y ear 
o rdeal o f CIA deceptio n was o fficially o v er 
fo r Mrs 
Frank R. Olso n the mo ment 
President Fo rd signed a bill pro v iding her 
family with $7 50,000 in reco mpense fo r 
the bizarre death o f her husband. 
Mrs 
Olso n said in a telepho ne in­ 
terv iew Tuesday : “ I’m v ery glad we made 
this effo rt. I feel this will fo cus the 
attentio n o f the American peo ple o n the 


abuse o f po wer o f the superagencies no t 
being co ntro lled.” 


The Olso n family effo rt, she said, had 
three basic o bjectiv es; to o btain the CIA 
file o n her husband, to get a presidential 
ackno wledgement

C IN C IN N A T I (UPI) - Striking as 
swiftly and as deadly as a bolt of lig ht­ 
ning , the supercharg ed Cincinnati Reds 
tied the g ame on back-to-back homers by 
Georg e Foster and Johnny Bench in the 
ninth inning , then won it on a scratch 
sing le by Ken Griffey to defeat the Phila­ 
delphia Phillies 7 -6 Tuesday and capture 
their second straig ht National Leag ue 
pennant. 
It marked the fourth NL championship 
for the Reds in the last seven y ears, and 
it was the second straig ht y ear they won 
the best-of-five play off series in three 
straig ht g ames. The Reds will host the 
winner of the Kansas City -New York 
American Leag ue play offs in the first 
g ame of the World Series nex t Saturday , 
T he Reds, who almost g ave the g ame 
away with some shoddy fielding in the 
eig hth and ninth inning s, appeared to be 
sure losers when the Phillies' Jay J o h n­ 
stone tripled home a run in the ninth 
inning to g ive his club a 6-4 lead. 
But miraculous finishes have become 
aimost traditional with the Reds and even 
with Ron Reed, the Phillies’ top reliever, 
on the mound, the crowd of 55,047 sat in 
anticipation of some last-minute heroics.

ATLANTA (U PI) — Interim Atlanta Falcons Head 
Coach Pat Peppier says that many of the players have taken 
the blame for the firing of former Coach Marion Campbell 
but the real question is what they do about it 
Peppier, who is also Atlanta's general manager, was 
named the Falcon mentor Monday after owner Rankin 
Smith dumped Campbell. 
Though he has also worked in the front offices of the 
Green Bav Packers and the Miami Dolphins, Peppier. 54, 
did his last on-the-field coaching 14 years ago as an 
assistant at Wake Forest 
Peppier observed his first Falcon practice as head coach 
Tuesday and said he appreciated several of the players 
publicly stating that the team, and not Campbell, was 
responsible for the squad’s dismal 1-4 mark. 
"But the real test in taking the blame is what you are 
going to do about it," said Peppier following the Falcons' 
brief one-hour workout. 
The Atlanta team received an additional jolt Monday 
when Campbell, unaware that he was about to be axed, 
announced 
that 
injured 
starting 
quarterback 
Steve 
Bartkowski would be out for the season. 
Bartkowski injured his right knee in the Falcons' 30-0 loss 
to the New Orleans Saints Sunday and underwent an 
operation to tighten a ligament. Third-year man Kim 
McQuilken is now listed as the squad’s No. I quarterback. 
Three Falcon assistant coaches, offensive coordinator Bill 
Nelson, defensive coordinator Fred Bruney and defensive 
line coach Ed Khayat, resigned in the wake of Campbell’s 
firing. 
Former Falcon coach Johnny Rauch, who resigned as 
offensive coordinator of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, has 
returned to the Atlanta squad to take over Nelson's duties. 
Rauch, 48, was the Falcon's backfield coach in 1975 and 
has served as head coach of both the Oakland Raiders and 
the Buffalo Bills. 
Peppier said he was negotiating with Wayne Robinson, 
a former assistant coach at Green Bay and the Houston 
Oilers, to fill both other vacant coaching spots. 
Right now it looks as though he (Robinson) is going to 
take the defensive job,” Peppier said, but “ we haven’t 
finalized the contract with him.”

"I can’t really comment on it," Bartkowski said of the 
Falcon shakeup from his hospital bed as television 
floodlights caused streams of perspiration to flow down his 
face. “ It all happened yesterday and I was pretty groggy 
yesterday. I’ve just got to play it by ear ” 
Several of the Falcons have said the team’s dismal 1-4 
record was more their fault than Campbell’s, and that he 
should not have been axed. 
“ I feel that way,” said Bartkowski. “ Marion Campbell is 
a fine man and a very good friend of mine.

Another Move 
For D.C. Team 


WASHINGTON (LTD — E, Joseph Wheeler, who heads an 
oceanographic research and engineering firm and dabbles in 
sports, has a plan to satisfy his two biggest desire«: to bring 
a baseball team back to Washington and become its chief 
executive. 
The plan sounds simple enough: raise $5-123 million by 
selling stock, put the money in escrow and go shopping for an 
established National league team Failing that, raise $5-$23 
million by selling stock, put the money in escrow and go 
shopping for an established American League team, which 
would require the approval of the nearby Baltimore Orioles 
If no established team is available, then he would use the 
money to bag an expansion team. 
The hooker in all this is to find buyers for 920,000 "Class 
A" shares of the company, W ashington Pro Baseball Inc,, with 
no less than four shares to a customer at $25 per share 
The company prospectus detailed 18 separate "high risk 
factors,'* including the fact that a team would have to draw 
1.21.4 million fans in its first year to break even. Even more 
support would be required if the company needed to borrow 
more money to buy a team. 
Investors will get their money back if Wheeler doesn’t raise 
at least $5 million by opening day of the 1978 season, or if a 
Washington franchise is awarded to another group. 
"I feel the people are out there," Wheeler said Tuesday in 
announcing that the Securities and Exchange Commission 
approved the plan. 
“I feel there's currently a team for sale somewhere in the 
National League. I haven’t approached anybody yet, because 
we don’t have any money. I’ll start looking when we have $5 
million. 
"But if we get to bid on a team, we’re not going to buy unless 
the price is fair and reasonable. We re going to consider 
whether we re buying a team that won the pennant or one 
that's 22 games behind." 
Wheeler claimed he just wants "to be known as the man whc 
brought baseball back to Washington.” but if his idea goes it 
could turn into a handsomely paying proposition He has 
invested $25,000 to buy all 1,000 shares of the company's 
“ Class B stock and. as sole owner of *hem. would be entitled 
to elect a majority of the corporation's board of directors. 
"If I had wanted to be a typical part owner. I would have 
gotten together 23 or 24 persons and bought a franchise.” he 
said This way, it appears he would have the power of a sole 
owner, through the board of directors, with relatively little 
investment. 
Wheeler s only other experience as a pro sports owner ended 
in disaster He bought a World Football Leagu e franchise for 
Washington and tried to crack the Redskins exclusive lease 
with Robert F. Kennedy Stadium. Failing, he moved the club 
to Annapolis. Md., and then to Norfolk, Va., before finally 
selling it to Orlando, Fla., interests before it ever played e 
game for him.

Ali, who ha* a counterclaim 
against Perez for $1 million, 
will be examined about the 
alleged ethnic slurs he made 
about Perez after his March 
1975 title fight against Chuck 
Wepner in Cleveland. 
In a television interview soon 


after the fight, Ali was quoted 
as saying about Perez: "H e’s a 
Puerto Rican and all Puerto 
Ricans are dirty He was paid 
by gangsters to see to it that I 
lose.” 
Ali also alleged that Perez, a 
referee for eight years who 
lives in New York, made a bet 
on Joe Frazier in his 12-round 
bout with Ali in January. 1974. 
Ali contends that Perez at­ 
tempted to save Frazier from a 
possible knockout in the sec­ 
ond round when he sent both 
fighters to their comers before 
the bell sounded ending the 
round. 
“ Have you ever made a bet 
on the outcome of a pro­ 
fessional fight?" Perez was 


asked by his lawyer, Robert 
Sullivan, at the opening of the 
trial Tuesday before Judge

"Never,” Perez replied. 


The jury was then shown a 
videotape of the first three 
rounds of the Ali-Frazier fight. 
Perez was asked what, if any, 
fouls he detected. 
"Ali was holding, constantly 
holding," he said, "and he was 
getting coaching by his sec 
onds from the comer.”

A Guarantee

Lord Killanin. president of the 
International Olympic Com­ 
mittee, said Tuesday the Sovi­ 
et Union has given the IOC a 
fresh guarantee that all na­ 
tions will be allowed to com­ 
pete in the 1980 Olympics in 
Moscow. 
At a news conference called 
to explain what the IOC’s ex­ 
ecutive board would be dis­ 
cussing during its meetings 
iater this week. Killanin said 
the IOC had demanded a new 
aassurance of free entry to 
Russia and the United States 
for competitors in the 1980 
summer and winter Games. 
“ We have received the text 
of the reiteration of these guar­ 
antees from both Moscow and 
Lake Placid,” said Killanin. 
He said the new assurances 
were requested following 
Canada's iast-minute decision 
to ban Taiwan athletes from 
entering Canada. 
Killanin gave no hint of 
what sanctions the IOC was 
considering taking against 
either Canada or the nations 
that withdrew on the eve of the 
Montreal Games to protest 
New Zealand’s sporting ties 
with South Africa. 
“ We will discuss the matter 
and I think I will have some­ 
thing to tell you on Sunday,” 
Killanin said. “ But one thing 
is certain—we will write and 
rewjite the rules to make sure 
we stop this kind of thing from 
happening in the future.” 


Killanin disclosed that eight 
countries never arrived for the 
games in Montreal and 22 oth­ 
er 
countries 
boycotted the 
Olympics because of the pres­ 
ence of New Zealand, whose 
rugby union team was touring 
South Africa at the time 


He said that “ to many peo­ 
ple watching around the 
world, the Games were a great 
success.

Well, what was the meeting 
a bo u t'’ R e p o rte rs asked 
McLu han at a news co nference 
giv en by McLu han and o ther 
p articip ants o f U N 
Edu ca­ 
tio nal, Scientific and Cu ltu ral 
Organizatio n sy mp o siu m o n 
"Art in To day ’s Wo rld.” 
"Things beco me ap p arent 
thro u gh the ir a bs e n c e ,” 
McLu han went o n. "They left 
o u t p o p u lar art. In the third 
Wo rld there is no high art, 
Ev ery thing they do is art ” 
T he rep o rters ap p eared 
bewildered. 
Finally 
Cu ban 
writer Alejo Carp entier started 
to su m u p the meeting 
McLu han bro ke in to an­ 
no u nce. "The p ress is a p o p u ­ 
lar art. Newsp ap er p eo p le do 
no t like to think that they are 
artists, It’s an insu lt, they 
hav e a degraded o p inio n o f 
themselv es, 
"Bu t the p ress is a p o p u lar 
art fo rm. It’s a Third W’o rld art 
fo rm. The p ress do esn’t kno w 
this, it ju st makes news,,." 
Wait a minu te. Ho w is the 
p ress a Third Wo rld art fo rm0 
"The Third Wo rld do es it 
with dru ms." McLu han went 
o n witho u t blinking an ey e. 
“Yo u do it by telegram which 
is a dru m and instantaneo u s. 
A news sto ry is stru ctu red ac- 
co u stically in a literary way , 
it’s the p y ramid with the first 
sentence...” 
After a jo u rnalism lesso n, 


the Cu ban writer co ntinu ed 
his resu me 
McLu han again 
bro ke in to say jo kes are an art 
fo rm in No rth America which 
ju st hap p ens to remind him o f 
a jo ke: 


“This Lu fthansa German p i­ 
lo t is co ming to Bu eno s Aires 
(this is a Third W’o rld co n­ 
ference, so he has to get the 
sto ry in the Third Wo rld). The 
gas is go ne. He say s o n the 
interco m ‘I’m go ing to ditch 
'he p lane. Swim straight o n, 
it’s o nly 12 miles.. There are 
no t many sharks. And fo r 
tho se o f y o u who can’t swim,

thansa." 
T he rep o rters and co n ­ 
ference p articip ants who did 
no t u nderstand English sat in 
silence. 
McLu han’s 
French 
translato r co u ld no t figu re ho w 


to translate that o ne. 
"Ev ery jo ke is fu nny becau se 
o f the hidden gro u nd u nder it. 
In this case the hidden gro u nd 
is canned airline co u rtesy ," 
McLu han ex p lained. 
The Cu ban writer started o n 
the p ro blem o f relatio ns be­ 
tween the artist and p eo p le. 
“The

p o litics in Cu ba," McLu han 
bro ke in. “Castro by u sing 
telev isio n instead o f radio has 
been able to stabilize p o litics 
in Cu ba while Latin American 
co u ntnes u sing radio , no t tele­ 
v isio n. hav e no stability ."

Independent candidate 
Eugene McCarthy, in an in­ 
terview on public television, 
said Carter, if elected, would 
“ overpersonalize the office and 
I think that's highly dangerous 
in every respect.” 
“ When Carter begins to talk 
about the presidency," Mc­ 
Carthy said, "I Find him 
saying things in terms of lan­ 
guage that are very similar to 
what Nixon said, the idea that 
it is a personal office, or that 
Nixon said he was the moral 
leader of the country.” 
In Maryville. Tenn., GOP 
vice presidential nominee 
Robert Dole challenged Carter 
to reveal the names of corpo­ 
rate contributors to his 1970 
campaign for governor of Geor­ 
gia 
Dole said two accountants, 
who worked in the campaign 
with Carter, claim there were 
computer lists identifying 
such contributors.
